Inch of Rain This Week . 
Brightens District Crop Picture 


Late Sown and Reseeded Crops 

Will Be Greatly Helped; Hai- 
vest Under Way Soon 

Following a day of high winds 
and dust Vulcan and district receiv 
ed a very timely and welcome rain 
during Tuesday night of thus week. 
A prolonged spell of hot, dry 
weather was causing rapid deter¬ 
ioration of the crops aiid the badly- 
needed moisture will do a tremen¬ 
dous amount of good. 

The precipitation gauge kept by 
Mr. Errett King showed that .9.'! 
of an inch of rain fell in town, and 
reports received from farmers in 
different parts of the district indi¬ 
cate that the whole district receiv¬ 
ed close' to an inch of moisture. 
Early sown crops had been ripen¬ 
ing very quickly and the rain will 
help fill these out. Particularly 
benefitt.ee are the late-sown and 
reseeded fields, which were badly 
in need of moisture. A good yield 
is now expected from most crops 
throughout the. district. 

Harvest operations are expected 
to be general in this district in 
another ten days or so. Swathing 
<» fall wheat is pretty well com¬ 
pleted and ‘combining of, early 
spring wheat will likely be'under 
way next week. 

Combine repairs are in very 
short supply and there is a good 
apmanil for all types of harvesting 
equipment.

There have been further 
charges that in some countries U.N.R.R.A., having 
life-giving supplies at its disposal, has used its pow- 
ir politically and for purposes of intimidation. Un¬ 
questionably there would be great temptation to 
make use of the authority vested in such an organi¬ 
zation unless administrators were of high integrity. 

More recent news of an unfavorable nature centres 
round Yugo Slavia where it is said that supplies 
have been used to force support of Communistic 
principles. And in Chinj it is reported that great 
quantities of goods have found their way to black 
markets to enrich officials. 

All the goods and money dispensed by U.N.R.II.A. 
comes from the people oi contributing nations. It 
comes from Canada through the taxes which the in¬ 
dividual has to pay, and through produce which is 
lationed to the people of Canada. There is no pro¬ 
test against tax or rationing if the food, clothing ami 
other supplies actually reach the neediest people. 
Rut it certainly gives no satisfcct’on to feel that 
officials are using our contributions to make wealth 
for themselves or for the exercise of power in far.i- 
-ine- stricken countries? 

There is a tendency to hush criticism of U.N.R.R.

This is the kind of year '.when 
It can give tingles of spec¬ 
ulation and apprehension without calling for any 
preventive steps. 

It won’t be what we will do to ourselves, but what 
may be done to us. Our minds dart ahead to all 
sorts of catastrophes which won’t be our fault, or 
maybe all sorts of joyous fulfilment for which we can 
take little credit. And the beauty of it all is that 
you don t need age nor experience to make weather 
prophecies. All you need is an air of authority and 
a broody look. 'Then you can influence people, get 
them thinking. It helps of course if you can quote 
an Indian legend or have bits of lore to introduce. 
Rut standing alone and unsupported you can com¬ 
mand a hearing a ny time by conjectures on weather 
and crops, particularly in such a year as this when 
so much is at stake. 

That is, of course, if you are amongst people in¬ 
terested in the doings of nature.

But 
that supine unquestioning benevolence leads only to 
greater corruption, and our own further exploitation 
for no good purpose in things that we need ourselves 
The greater an organization or an individual the 
greater the responsibility, and the more severe 
should be the punishment if anyone fails in his duties 

All nations that are contributing to U.N.R.R.A. 
should demand the strictest fairness and efficiency. 
Any evidence of dishonesty should be most sternly 
dealt with and publicized without mercy. The service 
was planned with the highest motives and subscribed 
to by the people of contributing nations. But nothing 
is more calculated to chill the warm impulses toward 
fellowman than the thought that necessities of life 
so generously given are not being put to maximum 
use for those who need them most. 

In the interests of the good that U.N.R.R.A. 
can do; in the interests of the people who give and 
the people who receive, there should be a thorough 
check-up of all administrators, and heavy punish¬ 
ment meted out to those who betray the givers as 
well as those who should be receiving.

Ten Cent Increase 
In Wheat Payment 


Another triumph for Henry 
Ford is chalked up in the exper¬ 
ience of Helen Bews of H'gh River 
and Marie Matlock of Champion, 
two teachers on the Carmangay 
school staff. They have just return¬ 
ed from a round trip of almost 
.5000 miles, travelling in a Model 
B Ford. They didn’t have so- much 
as a fiat tire on their journey to 
Ixw Angeles and back, and the on¬ 
ly trouble they had was through 
Crows Nest Pass when their tail 
light quit them under the ordeals 
of the road. Wherever they went 
people marvelled at the stamina of 
tbeir car, and down in Los Angeles 
they . felt definitely conspicuous. 
But the Model B got them there 
and got them home without a flut¬ 
ter. 

Their trip covered a month of 
journeying and visiting, giving the 
pra rie girls ,a great variety of 
novel and nteresting experiences. 

From Portland they took a trip 
to Crater lakd, at the top of a vol¬ 
canic mountain. The lake itself is 
said to be 2000 feet deep, and the 
rim of the crater is about 2000 
feet above the lake. 

Continuing south they were fas¬ 
cinated by the Salinas orchard 
country, an imposing sight to any- 
' » he unfamil ar with large scale 
fruit growing.

“Will aid research cancer, arth¬ 
ritis,” is the heading of a news- 
item covering Hon. Brooke Clax- 
ton’s anno uncement in the-House 
of Common's, on May 31st, that the 
federal government plans to pro¬ 
vide grants for those who wish to 
do research work on cancer aivC 
arthritis. 

Health Minister Claxton’s state¬ 
ment marks the first major step of 
the Canadian government towards 
curbing the ravages of Canada's 
No. 1 crippler, arthritis, and the 
vigorous campaigning by local cru¬ 
saders is bearing fruits of their 
toils. 

Mr. Claxton told the house that 
his remarks with respect to cancer 
research could be applied as well to 
arthritis, a disease from which 
more than 600,000 Canadians suf¬ 
fered and for which there appar¬ 
ently was no known permanent 
cure.
